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SPLENDID TRIBUTES 
GEN. WRIGHT. 


Memphis Welcomes the President, 
Who Voices People's Sentiments 
in Praise of the Vice-Governor. 


EMPHIS (Tenn.) Nov. 19.—Al- 

though the festivities of the day 

celebrated the home-coming of 
Gen. Luke E. Wright, Vice-Governor 
of the Philippines, it is no refiection or 
the warmth of the welcome extended 
to him to say that the Preside 
presence was the overshadowing f 
ure of the day. Excursion trains were 
run into the city, and a number of 
distinguished people participated in 
the celebration. Among them were 
Gov. Benton McMillin and Gen. Jo- 
seph Wheeler. 

Immediately after the President's ar- 
rival, there was a parade through the 
streets to the Gayoso Hotel, where a 
breakfast was tendered to the Presi- 
dent and Gov. Wright by the ladies of 
Memphis. In the afternoon the Pres- 
ident attended and spoke at two re- 
ceptions given in honor of Gen. 
Wright, one at the Auditorium by the 
white citizens and the other at a hall 
in the black section of the city by the 
colored people. Later there was a 
colonial dames's tea at the Gayoso, 
and the festivities closed tonight with 
an elaborate banquet at the Peabody, 
at which the President delivered a set 
speech. Including some brief remarks 
at the breakfast, the President spoke 
four times during the day. Altogether 
it was a splendid tribute to the affec- 
tion and esteem in which Gen. Wright 
is held at home. That Mrs. Wright is 
also exceedingly popular was made ap- 
parent by the applause which greeted 
every reference to her. This was es- 
pecially marked at the Auditorium, 
when the President referred to the 
fact that his mother’s brother served 
in the Confederate navy under her 
father, who was Admiral Semmes. 

THE PRESIDENT'S REMARKS. 

Mayor Williams and Gov. McMillin 
both made addresses of welcome here, 
and the audience was very enthusi- 
astic when Gen. Wright delivered his 
response. The President had not in- 
tended to speak at this ee but 
the assemblage would not be denied. 
He said: 


“I am glad, indeed, to have the honor 
of coming today to your beat itul city, 
in your beautiful State, to greet on be- 
half of the whole country a Tennes- 
Sean who has rendered high and hon- 
orable service to the whole country. A 
Tennesseean of whom it can be sald, 
as it has been sald of the Greek hero: 
„Much has he seen and known; eities

“We are one people absolutely. The 
memories of the Civil] War are now 
heritages of honor alike to those whose 
fathers wore the blue and for those 
whose fathers wore the gray. There 
is one curious and not inappropriate 
coincidence today—my mother's brother 
served under Mrs. Wright's father in 
the Confederate navy. 

“I come here today to greet Gen. 
Wright because it has been given to 
him to render a pecutiar Fervice to he 
whole country. A man can render 
service of the very highest character 
at home, but owing to the very nature 
of our system of government, he must, 
in his election at least, represent par- 
ticularly a given party. I say in his 
election, at least, for after election, if 
he is worth anything, he must be a 
representative of the whole country.

But there are certain branches of tue 


public service, if we are wise and far- 
seeing, we will not allow partisan poll- 
tics to enter. {Applause.] There must 


be no partisan politics in the army or 


the navy of the United States. All 
that concerns us to know about any 
general or admiral, about a mighty 
captain dy sea or by land, is whether 
he is a thoroughly fit commander of 
men loyal to the country as a whole. 
In the same way, if we are wise, if we 
care for our reputation abroad, if we 
are sensitive of our honor at home, we 
will allow no question of partisan poli- 
tics ever to enter into the administra- 
tion of the great commands which came 
under our flag as a result of the war 
with Spain. 

“Hence, I say that Gen. Wright, like 
Gov. Taft and hie associates, has 
rendered a peculiar service to every 
man jealous of the honor of the Ameri- 
man name in what he has done in ad- 
ministering the Philippine Islands. For 
fourteen months, it has been part of 
my business to see how the work there 
was done. I am not speaking exag- 
geratingly; | am speaking literally, 
telling the bare, naked truth, when I 
say that never during that time has a 
question of party politics entered into 
Peven the smallest action of those in 
control of the Philippines. 

“Now, my fellow-Americans, we can- 
not afford to have the honor of the 
nation in any way smirched in connec- 
tion with our dependencies. We can- 
not afford to have it smirched any- 
where. If we wrong ourselves here 
at home, we are to blame, and we pay 
the penalty, but if we allow wrong 
in connection with the islands, not only 
the islands suffer, but an indelible 
stigma of shame comes to the Ameri- 
can name. I am earnestly desirous 
that the administration of the Philip- 
pine Islands shall de put and kept 
upon such a plane of patriotic ef- 
ficiency that no change will be made in 
it owing to any change of party here 
at home. Party feeling should of 
course stop at the waterline.” 

COLORED PEOPLE ENTHUSE. 

The reception tendered by the colored 
people was remarkable. Gen. Wright 
earned their undying gratitude @uring 
the two yellow-fever epidemics two 
years ago, by temalning here when 
most of the Whites had fied, and seeing 
that the sick were cared for. The Rall 
was packed, galleries and pit, to suffo- 
cation, and the whole spirit of the pro- 
ceedings breathed love and admiration 
for their friend. Gen, Wright, in ad- 
dressing the colored audience talked 
chiefly of their future, telling them of 
the difficult problems before them. He 
said it would perhaps have been bet- 
ter for both races had the change from 


slavery to citizenship not come so sud- 
denly. 

The President's reception when he 
was introduced beggars description. 
The colored people became perfectly 
frantic, jumping up and down in their 
enthusiasm and yelling 
hoarse.

come to this typical city of the South- 
ern Mississippi Valley in order to greet 
a typical American, a citizen of Ten- 
nessee, who deserves honor not only 
from his State, but from the entire 
country, Gen. Luke E. Wright. We 
have a right to expect a Ligh standard 
of manhood from Tennessee. It was 
one of the first two States created west 
of the Allegheny Mountains, and it 
was in this State that the first seit- 
governing community of American 
freemen was established upon waters 
flowing into the Gulf. The ploneers of 
Tennessee were among the earliest in 
that great westward march which 
thrust the nation’s border across the 
continent to the Pacific, and it is emi- 
nently fitting that a son of Tennessee 
should now play so prominent a part 
in the further movement of expansion 
beyond the Pacific. 

There have been Presidents of the 

United States for but 113 years, and 
during sixteen of those years Tennes- 
seeans sat in the White House. Hardi- 
hood, and daring, and iron resolution 
are of right to be expected among the 
sons of a State which nurtured Andrew 
Jackson and Sam Houston; which sent 
into the American navy one of the 
most famous fighting admirals of all 
time, Farragut. 
There is another reason why our 
country should be glad that it was 
Gen. Wright who rendered this serv- 
ice. Gen. Wright fought with distin- 
guished gallantry among the gallant 
men who served in the armies of the 
Confederacy during the Civil War. We 
need no proof of the completeness of 
our reunion as a people. When the war 
with Spain came, the sons of the men 
who wore the blue and the sons of the 
men who wore the gray vied with one 
another in the effort to get into the 
ranks and face a foreign foe under the 
old flag that had been carried in tri- 
umph under Winfleld Scott and Zach- 
ary Taylor and Andrew Jackson. It 
was my own good fortune to serve un- 
der that fearless fighter, old Joe 
Wheeler, a memory of which I shall 
always be proud. 

But if we need any proof of the unity 
of our interests it would have been af- 
forded this very year by Gen. Wright, 
the ex-Confederate, in his administra- 
tion as acting Governor of the Philip- 
pine Islands. Upon him during the 
months of summer rested a heavier 
burden of responsibility than upon any 
other public servant at that particular 
time; and not the least of his titles to 
our regard is the way in which he was 
able to work on terms of cordial good 
will with the head of the army, himse!’ 
a man who had honored the blue uni- 
form as Wright had honored the gray. 

Gen. Wright's work has been as dif- 
Acuit as it was important. The events 
of the last four years have definitely 
decided that whether we wish to or not. 
we must hereafter play a great part the 
the world. We cannot escape facing 
the duties. We may shirk them if we 
are built of poor stuff, or we may take 
hold and do them if we are fit song of 
our sires, but face them we must, 
whether we will or not. Our duty in the 
Philippine Islands has simply been one 
of the duties that thus have come upon 
us. We are there, and we can no more 
haul down our flag and abandon the isl. 
ands than we could now abandon 
Alaska. Whether we are glad or sorry 
that events forced us to go there, is 
aside from the question; the point is 
that, as the inevitable result of the war 
with Spain, we found ourselves in the 
Philippines and that we could not leave 
the islands without discredit. The isl- 
anders were wholly unfit to govern 
themselves, and if we had left there 
would have been a brief period of 
bloody chaos, and then : me other na- 
tion would have stepped in to do the 
work which we had shirked. It cannot 
be too often repeated that there was 
no question that the work had to be 
done. All the question was, whether 
we would do it well or ill; and, 
thanks to the choice of men like Gov. 
Wright, it has been done well. 

The first and absolutely indispensable 
requisite was order—peace. The reign 
of lawless violence, of resistance to 
legitimate authority, the reign of an- 
archy, could no more de _ tolerated 
abroad than it could be tolerated here 
in our own land. 

The American flag stands for orderly 
liberty, and it stands for it abroad as 
it stands for it at home. The task of 
our soldiers was to restore and main- 
tain order in the islands. The army 
had the task to do, and it did it well 
and thoroughly. The fullest and heart- 
jest praise belongs to our soldiers who 
in the Philippines brought to a tri- 
umphant conclusion a war, small, in- 
deed, compared to the gigantic strug- 
gle in which the older men whom I am 
addressing took part in the early six- 
tles, but inconceivably harassing and 
difficult, because it was waged amid 
the pathiess jungles of great tropic 


— — 


islands and against a foe very elusive, 
very treacherous, and often inconceiv- 
ably cruel both toward our men and 
toward the great numbers of peace- 
loving Filipinos who gladly welcomed 
our advent. 

The soldiers included both regulars 
and volunteers, men from the North, 
the South, the East, and the West; 
men from Pennsylvania and from 
Tennessee, no less than men from the 
Rocky Mountains and the Pacific 
Slope—and to all alike we give honor, 
for they acted as American soldiers 
should. Cruelties were committed here 
and there. The fact that they were 
committed under well-nigh intolerable 
provocation affords no excuse for such 
cruelties, nor can we admit as justi- 
fication that they were retaliatory in 
kind. Every effort has been made to 
detect and punish the wrongdoers, and 
the wrongdoing itself has been com- 
pletely stopped. But these misdeeds 
were exceptional, and their oceurrence 
in no wise alters the fact that the 
American army in the Philippines 
showed as a whole not only splendid 
soldierly qualities, but a high order of 
humanity in dealing with their foes. 
A hundred thousand of our troops went 
to the Philippines. Among them were 
some who offended against the right. 
Well, are we altogether immaculate 
at home? I think not. I ask for no 
special consideration to be shown our 
friends and kinsmen, our sons and 
brothers, who during three years so 
well upheld the national honor in the 
Philippines. I ask merely that we do 
the same equal justice to the soldier 
who went abroad and faced death and 
lived hard as we show to his fellow 
who stayed at home and lived easily 
and in comfort; and if we show that 
equal justice we will doff our hats to 
the man who has put the whole coun- 
try under obligations by the victory he 
helped to win in the Philippines. 

But the soldier's work as a soldier 
was not the larger part of what he did. 
When once the outbreak was over in 
any place, then began the work of es- 
tablishing civil administration. Here, 
too, the soldier did his part, for the 
work of preparing for the civil author- 
ity was often done by the officers and 
men of the regular army, and well 
done, too. Then the real work of 
building up a system of self-govern- 
ment for the people who had become 
our wards was begun, under the au- 
spices of the Philippine Commission, 
Judge Taft being made Governor, and 
I tmving had the honor myself to ap- 
point Gen. Wright as Vice-Governor. 
During the critical period when the in- 
surrection was ending and the time was 
one of transition between a state of 
wer and a state of peace, at the time 
that I issued a proclamation declaring 
that the state of war was over and 
that the civil government was now in 
complete command, Gen. Wright served 


having gone enough 
enough in granting self-government te 
the Filipinos; the only possible danger 
has been lest we should go faster and 
farther than was in the interest of the 
Filipinos themselves. Each Filipino at 
the present day is guaranteed his life, 
his liberty, and the chance to pursue 
happiness as he wishes, so long as he 
does not harm his fellows, in a way 
which the islands have never known 
before during all their recorded history, 
There are bands of ladrones, of 
brigands, still in existence. Now and 
then they may show sporadic increase. 
This will be due occasionally to disaf- 
fection with some of the things that 
our government does which are best— 
for example, the effort to quarantine 
against the plague and to enforce nec- 
essary sanitary precautions, gently 
and tactfully though it was made, pro- 
duced violent nostility among some of 
the more ignorant natives. Again, a 
disease like the cattle plagse may 
cause in some given province such 
want that a part of the inhabitants re- 
vert to their ancient habit of brigand- 
age. But the isiands have never been 
as orderly, as peaceful, or as prosper- 
ous as now; and in no other oriental 
country, whether ruled by Asiatics or 
Europeans, is there anything approach- 
ing to the amount of indiyidual liberty 
and of self-government which our rule 
has brought to the Filipinos. 

The nation owes a great debt to the 
people through whom this splendid 
work for civilization has been achieved, 
and therefore, on behalf of the nation, 
I have come here tonight to thank in 
your presence your fellow-townsman, 
because he has helped us materially to 
add a new page to the honor roll of 
American history. Gen. Wright, 1 
om you, I thank you, and I wish you 
well. 

At midnight, the Presidential party 
left for Washington, over the Southern 
Railroad. No stops will be made en 
route. The train will reach Washing- 
ton at 6 o'clock Friday morning.

trial concerns to join in the wage- 
increase movement is the American 
Cigan Company. Today it ordered the 
pay of 7000 employés in Philadelphia. 
Camden and Trenton increased by 
nearly 15 per cent. The sum annually 
involved in the increase is about $400,- 
000. The company has factories in 
many other cities, and it is expected 
that all of its employés will benefit by 
the new order of things. 

The Baldwin Locomotive Works. 
which employs 7000 men, will announce 
an increase of wages within the rext 
few days. This company is working 
under terrific pressure to keep abreast 
of its orders. Within a short time 1060 
new employés will be taken on. 

Thirty-five thousand weavers in the 
Kensington-Philadel hia district are to 
receive an increase of nearly 10 per 
cent in wages within a short time.

SCRANTON (Pa.) Nov. 19.—The 
Anthracite Strike Commission resumed 
its hearings today, with the usual 
large crowd in the courtroom. Before 
W. W. Ross, counsel for the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western road, 
resumed his cross-examination of 
President Mitchell, Chairman Gray for 
the commission, again asked counsel 
to assist in expediting the proceedings. 
He said the commission was loath to 
interfere, but they hoped that Mitch- 
ell would not be asked to give his 
opinion on matters of which he had no 
personal knowledge. 

Mitchell, answering questions by 
Ross, said that an increase in wages 
without adopting the weighing system 
would not meet the demands of the 
miners. An eight-hour day would in- 
crease the annual income of the men. 

Ross was proceeding to analyze the 
constitution of the Illinois branch of 
the United Mine Workers, with rela- 
tion to its bearing on the contracts 
with the bituminous operators, when 
Judge Gray interrupted with an Ine 
quiry as to the object of this line of 
questioning. Ross replied that it was 
for the purpose of showing that since 
the advent of the union, the dbitumious 
operators have been unable to employ 
any man until he first joins the union. 
He did not proceed further with the 
question.

COPPER IN ALMADEN. 
SURPASSES MICHIGAN ORE. 
(BY DIRECT Wikk TO THE TIMES} 

SAN JOSE, Nov. 19.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Copper deposits of, exceed- 
ing richness have been foun in the 
Almaden region, which is apparentiy 
destined to become as famous for its 
copper output as it has heretofore 
been for quicksilver. Experts unhes- 
itatingly declare the mine is far more 
valuable than any previously found in 
California, and that the quality of ore 
surpasses that of the mines in Mich- 
igan and along the shore of Lake Su- 


perior. 
The mine is located less than five 
hundred yards from the Almaden 


quicksilver mine, just across the cafion 
and a trifle southeast. It is native 
matte copper and red oxide, the rich- 
est variety known. Specimens taken 
At random have assayed as high as 95 
per cent. of pure copper. Since its 
real value has become apparent, the 
property is priceless, 

Over thirty years ago a copper dis- 
covery was made at Almaden. In 1867 
copper ore was drawn to San Fran- 
cisco by mule team and rhipped to 
England. It proved rich, but the vein 
soon pinched out. The present strike 
is forty feet deep, and yields 200 
pounds of copper to a ton of ore.

NOT SANTA MARIA CRATER. 

The refugees state that it is not the 
crater of Santa Maria that is in action, 
but a smaller mountain rising from one 
of the western slopes of Santa Maria, 
called El Rosario. 

Bands of Mexican robbers are now 
swarming the desolated regions, rob- 
bing and Murdering refugees on the 
road, and looting the abandoned and 
desolate plantations. 

The people left behind on the plan- 
tations, it is said, are in danger of 
death from starvation, for the food sup- 
plies have been cut off, and there is no 
way to send in supplies to the afflicted 
districts.

BARDWELL’S STORY. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 19.—Ferdi- 
nand Bardwell, in telling his story of 
the eruption and the experience of 
himself and his relatives, during the 
awful time of the eruptions of the 
burning mountain, said: 

“A @feat column of smoke and fire 
arose, seemingly from the peak of 
Santa Maria, That was en the night 
of October 24, about 5 p.m. All that 
night the earth shook in almost con- 
stant vibration, and the next morning 
the sky was enveloped in a thick cloud 
of smoke. 

“Ashes much like coarse sand fell in 
a heavy shower. That continued for 
several hours, and then the ashes be- 
came lighter. and drifted about in 
clouds of light dust. Breathing was 
dificult, and the atmosphere was 80 
hot that it seemed as though the skin 
would be peeled from a person's body. 

THREE DAYS IN DARKNESS. 

“For three days,” said Mr. Bardwell, 
“we were in almost total darkness. On 
the fourth day, with a Uttle breeze 
from the south, the smoke slouds wers 
rolled back toward the mountains, and 
at times streaks of light would break 
through. Then we saw the ruin that 
had come over our plantation. We 
were on the side of the volcano least 
exposed to the fury of the eruption, and 
fully thirty miles away from the moun- 
tain, yet our place is ruined beyond 
all hope of recovery. It is covered 
with deep volcanjegnash. 

“We decided to t out of the coun- 
try before anyth worse happened. 
We were obliged to abandon our 
horses and all the goods we did not 
absolutely need for our own personal 
comfort at the banks of a river, a 
few miles before we reached Retal- 
huleu. There the gorge was so deep 
and swift we could not get the horses 
across, and we were obliged to 80 
across the stream slitting in a rope 
sling suspended from a rope that had 
been stretched across the tops of the 
high banks. At Retalhuleu we got a 
train that carried us to the seaport. 

“There were robbers all along the 
road, but we were well known in the 
district, and we took good care not to 
give them a chance, and we were not 
molested. Food in the district of our 
ruined plantation was scarce, and we 
saw hundreds of natives along the 
trails wandering aimlessly about with- 
out food or sheiter and almost on the 
verge of starvation. 

DESTRUCTION COMPLETE. 

“At Champerico, while waiting for 
the boat we met several of the planters 
from the vicinity of Costa Cuca, Palma, 
Reforma, Xolhuitz, where the destruc- 
tion was much more severe than on 
the side gf the mountain, where 
our plantation is situated. They said 
that the destruction to the property 
there was complete and that from three 
to four thousand of the natives and 
employés of the planters had perished. 
One of those refugees from the ruined 
district said that on his way out over 
ene of the roads leading from Xolhulbe 
he counted the bodies of seventy na- 
tives half buried under stones and 
ashes from the volcano, and every one 
ef them was lying beside a paek of his 
household goods. They had tried to es- 
cape from the fury of the mountain 
when it first broke. The country about 
these ruined plantations was thickly 
settled, and in some more densely 
populated districts there were villages 
in which thousands of natives lived. 
Most of these villages are covered 
with stones and ashes to a depth of 
from five to seven feet. The frail 
houses were unable to stand the ter- 
rible downpour of the voicanic débris 
and the people beneath the roofs were 


thirty miles south of Quezeltenago. _ 
SAILED THROUGH PUMICE. 
The steamer Para met evidences 
of the volcanic eruption soon after leav- 
ing Ocos. Great quantities of pumice 
Were found floating on the water, and 
Some of the pieces wert about the size 
a man's head. The sea was covered 
With the stuff. When the vessel got up 
Off the coast of Guatemala, the shore 
Was seen to be covered with a light 
ash. At Champerico there was about 
half an inch of ash over the roofs of 
the houses, and the ground was covered 
as though there had been a snow 
storm. Ashes were then falling, al- 
though it was sixteen days after the 
first eruption of the mountain. During 
the night of November 6, just a few 


hours before the City of Para sailed | 


out of the port, loud rumblings of the 
earth were heard, and heavy reports 
as of distant thunder came from the 
direction of the volcano. 
BEGINNING OF ERUPTION. 
Word had been received from Maza- 
tenango, on the outskirts of the ruined 
territory, stating that on Friday, Oc- 
tober 24, at about 5 o'clock in the 
evening. Santa Maria opened a crater 
on the west side near its base, and not 
far from Helvetia, and al! that night 
beiched great volumes of oshes and 
lava over Xoiruitz and Costa Cuca. 
On Saturday morning it was noticed 
that several more craters in the neigh- 
berhood of the mountain had opened up 
and, they were all spouting volcanic 
Abriss over the plantations of the dis- 
trict. The fresh craters were further 
to the west. and for over twenty-four 
hours they were in continua! erup- 
tion. The earth was in constant com- 
motion, shaking down buildings and 
causing much destruction from the 


quaking. All the territory about Pal- 
mer. San Felipe, Pueblo Nuevo and 


Retaihuleu was buried under ashes. 
Many of the plantations were buried 
under from five to seven feet of débris, 
and every hope of ever reclaiming had 
been tiven up. The whole nich borhood 
for ‘miles was a iburning Wilderness. 
At Magatenango, on Ciidern side 
of the volcano, only ashes had fallen, 
and not to such a creat depth that it 


as not possible to save some of the 
— 1 property. News from that 


town said that hundreds of refugees 
were collecting there, and manv more 
were pushing on to places further 
away from the volcano, fearing tur- 
ther destruction from it. Many of the 


refugees were without .bread or shelter 
and their condition was pitiabie. At 
that place most of the bulldings had 
been badly damaged, if not completely 


destroyed by the flerce eerthquakes 
that accompanigd the eruptions of the 


buried after being stunned by the awful 
of stones. 


MANY KILLED BY ROBBERS, 


“Many of the refugees who were 
fleeing from the scene of destruction, 
have been killed by the bands of rob- 
bers who now infest every trail. Men 
who had reached sea port from the 
district about the base of the mountain 
said they had passed numerous corpses 
on the roads that had been the victims 
of these murderous bands of robbers, 
Those who have been murdered were 
those who were fleeing from the 
ruined districts with what provisions 
and littl .money they had saved from 
the deluge of ashes and stones and 


were seeking places of safety. The 
food they carried is what particularly 
incited the cupidity of the robber 


bands. 

“The houses that had been deserted 
at the first outbreak of the volcano, 
and to which the owners had a few 
days later returned to were found 0 
have been looted by these robbers. 
Everything that was of value was car- 
ried away, and in some cases articies 
that could not be carried away wer? 
destroyed.”

Unlucky Negro Porter Wanted to See 


What Was Going on and Gets a 
Bullet in Each Leg—Thieves Escape 
With Booty.

MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 19.—Two ban- 
dits held up a gambling den at Colum- 
bla Heights tonight and secured $1943 
from the score of players and the pro- 
prietors. Harvey Howard, a negro 
porter, was shot by the robbers. The, 
gambling house, which is operated by 
a syndicate of sporting men, is at the 
end of a trolley line leading from Min- 
neapolis.

There are two entrances to the place, 
and the bandits, appearing simulta- 
neously at either door, ordered the in- 
mates to hold up their hands. The 
score of players and attendants were 
then aligned on one side of the room, 
and While the bandit leader kept them 
covered with his revolver, his assist- 
ant rifled pockets and tills. First Da- 
vid Bryce, the manager, was searched. 
He was relieved of his revolver, which 
was thrown out of a window. Then 
$165 was extracted from his pockets. 
Ingram Flick, treasurer of the resort, 
yielded $1608. Half a dozen patrons of 
the place were relieved of sums rang- 
ing from $10 to $40. . 
Harvey Howard. the colored porter. 
aroused from a nap by the shots, 
bounded in to learn the cause, and 
bounded out again, but two bullets, 
one in each leg, tumbled him to the 
street, where he law for half an hour, 
until some of the robbed men bore him 
inside after the bandits had left. 
While the leader held the gamblers 
with his gun, the second robber went 
into the saloon in front of the gambling 
room, and secured $80 from the cash 
drawer. The bandits backed out, 
keeping the crowd covered with their 
revolvers until they themselves had 
disappeared in the darkness.

There have been some queer do- 
ings at the convention of the Ameri- 
tan Federation of Labor, at New Or- 
leans. The delegates there assembled 
are having a strenuous time “saving 
the country” and trying to make a 
show of earning their salaries. Some 
of the freakish propositions brought 
before the gathering would be really 
amusing if it were not for the fact 
that certain well-intentioned people 
will be apt to take them with more 
or less seriousness. 

One of the freak schemes was in the 
form of a resolution offered by Dele- 
gate Berger of Milwaukee, instructing 
the Federation of Labor “to use its 
best efforts to induce the national 
Congress to pass a bill securing to 
every wage-worker who shall have 
reached the age of sixty years, Without 
having an average annual income of 
$1000, a pension of $12 a month, pro- 
vided the wage-worker is a citizen of 
the United States and has resided in 


‘this country for twenty-one years 


when the application for pension is 

One of the delegates, in speaking in 
advocacy of this resolution, observed 
that “when we ask the government for 
anything. We must remember that we 
are asking ourselves, for we are the 
government.” This declaration, ac- 
cording to the dispatch reporting the 
proceedings of the convention, was 
greeted with great applause. 

“We are the government.” 

Such a deciaration, coming from a 
gathering representing eighty millions 
of the American people would have 
been literally true, and being true 
would have been entitled to the utmost 
respect. But such a declaration, com- 
fing from a single delegate in a gath- 
ering nominally representing less than 
1,500,000 persons (and misrepresenting 
the great majority of these,) was at 
once grotesque, amusing, ridiculous. 
and disgusting. 

We have all beard of the three tail- 
ors of Tooley street, who prefaced 
their petition with “we, the people.” 
The Gompers crowd have gone the 
three tailors one better, with we, the 
government.” But, fortunately for the 
people of this free commonwealth, the 
claim in the one case is no nearer the 
truth than it was in the other. 

The American republic has not yet 
reached a stage of progress tor retro- 
gression) in which the American Fed- 
eration of Labor is the government. 
It ie quite true that Gompers and his 
allies are bending every possible effort 
to bring about a condition of affairs 
in which they would be the supreme 
authority, controlling the lives, liber- 
ties, and aspirations of the people. 
But they have not yet succeeded in this 
enterprise, and the present indications 


are that they will not succeed; at 
least not in the very near future. 
“We are the people.” This super- 
latively idiotic declaration fittingly U- 
lustrates and typifies the supreme 
egotism and the brazen effrontery of 
Gompers and his followers. Compris- 
ing only an infinitesinml proportion 
of the total population, they assume 
the right of dictation over the Yast 
majority of the people, in matters of 
the gravest importance. The present 
population of the United States is not 
far from eighty millions. Gompers 
and his crowd—taking their own state- 
ments as to their numerical strength— 
comprise less (considerably less) than 
2 per cent. of the total. What super- 
‘ative assumption is exhibited when 
this infinitesimal fraction of the total 
population puts forth the declaration, 
“we are the people.” What is to be 
said of the rights, the duties, the re- 
sponsibilities, and the interests of the 
more than 98 per cent. of the people 
outside of the .organization presided 
over by Mr. Gompers? 
“We are the people” is a sovereign 
phrase, which is not to be lightly em- 
ployed. Least of all may it be prop- 
erly employed in behalf of a narrow, 
proscriptive organization, represent- 
ing only its own selfish and monopo- 
listic interests, and comprising but an 
insignificant proportion of the great 
body of the people. Under our repub- 
lican form of government—and it is 
the best form of government which 
has yet been devised by man—the will 
of the majority is the law of the land. 
The principle of minority rule has not 
yet been established, to any great ex- 
tent. When it comes to pass that the 
will of the minority shall be law, and 
the smaller the minority the more ar- 
bitrary the law—when this principle 
comes to be recognized as the con- 
trolling factor in affairs of govern- 
ment, and not until then, the declara- 
tioh of the Gompers coterie that we 
are the government,” will attain to 
the validity of acknowledged fact.

“Is the department of street cleaning 
efficiently managed? 

“Tf not, in what respects is it ineffi- 
cient?” 

I would especially call the attention 
of the citigens of Los Angeles to their 


reply: “It is not efficiently managed; 
our standard of comparison ing the 
management of well-established private 


corporations engaged in large enter- 
prises. It ie inefficient in the employ- 
ment of labor. There is no proper 
system of selecting labor and cartmen 
or of permanently retainigg those who 
are capable and hard working. The 
men are appointed and removed prin- 
cipally at the whim of the person who 
makes the request. It its perfectly 
plain that no public nor private enter- 
prise can be conducted on any such 
system, or rather lack of system.” 

I wae talking to a street cleaner in 


Los Angeies yesterday and ed him 
how he got his place; I did so in this 
inetance b®cause the man was very 


old: he confessed to 67, and was evi- 
dent'y in distress at every movement. 
He said a friend had a pull with the 
contractor. “How long have you been 
on? “Six months,” he replied. Are 
you lHkely to de dismissed at any mo- 
ment, and have you any redress?” 
“Any moment, mister; redress, none.” 
“Who inspects your work?’ “The in- 
spector, of course (with a twinkle in 
his eve.) “Does he gnspect™ “Well. 
how should I know? I see him about 
once a week a-goin’ by.” 

Is it possible to have good work done 
under such conditions? 

To return to the report of Mayor 
Grant's committee. Speaking of the 
lack of organization and disposition of 
the men, it says: We have constantly 
observed in one part and another of 
the city large and small piles of dirt 
heaped up against the curb, but not 


for days. During this time the piles 
are strewn on the streets by vehicles 
or the wind, and the work has to be 
done over again. We consider this a 
waste of the city's money, etc.” 

This morning on a downtown street 
I counted ten piles in a certain block. 
In thirty-five minutes, five were seat- 
tered over the street again, and the 
rest partially so. This needs no com- 
ment. The public knows how filthy 
were the streets this morning. Had the 
asphalted streets been properly swept 
last night the rain weald have given 
us as benutifully-cleane! asphalt as 
one can see in Berlin.

The second question put to the com- 
mittee by Mayor Grant was: “Are the 
present laws inadequate, and if not 
what additional legislation is te- 
quired?” 

The committee replied, In effect, that 
the laws were adequate, but that it was 
jmposeible for the department of street 
cleaning. however efficient, to attain 
their object unless assisted by the peo- 
ple, the Board of Health, the Commit- 
tee@f Public Nuisances, etc. 

And this brings us to this point, to 
wit: That the Street Superintendent 
must have the support of the pubis: 
they must be educated to the impor- 
tance of clean streets; they must have 
it knocked into their heads somehow, 
that odd garbage which they happen 
to have in their house, or odd papers 
which they happen to have in their 
hand, must not be thrown on the side- 
walks and streets. Storekeepers must 
be made to recognize that the street 
is not to be made a dumping ground for 
any old stuff which they wish to get 
rid of. 

Mr. Coleman, the Street Commis- 
sioner of New York City, in 1899, did 
his best under an abominable system, 
and in his annual report for that year 
speaks of the almost universal carele“s- 
ness of the public. and of their culpa- 
ble and shameful dejinquency in throw- 
ing into the streets any sup rflueus ar- 
ticle. 

It is the same in Los Angeles today: 
if there are laws and ordinances, they 
have little or no effect on the people. 
for the streets and vacant lots are Iit- 
tered with everything which a perverse 
humanity can find to throw away. 

A short walk over the city will prove 
to any one the extent to which such 
rubbish is thrown about and left to ob- 
struct and disfigure the streets. 

The street cleaning in this city 1s 
wretchedly done, but the public abuse 
the etreeta outrageously; the corpora- 
tions use the streets apparently as they 
chpose; the dirt is thrown carelessly 
about. and paving stones, pieces of as- 
phalt, lumber, and construction mate- 
rial are escattered at will.

At this point Mr. Bowen read a let- 
ter signed by Samuel T. Clover, man- 
aging editor of the Express, to the pub- 
lisher of the Journal, the first para- 
graph of which reads: 


» “Referring to your proposition of a 


recent date, in regard to paying the 
Express $1000 if you succeed in securing 
the contract for city printing, if the 
Express would pay you $1000 in the 
event it secured the contract.” 

The letter which wes published in 
full at the time, goes into the details 
of the proposition submitted by the 
Journal, and according to Mr. Bowen's 
contention, was’ written after the Ex- 
press had received the award and for 


the purpose of escaping the payment 


of the $1000. 
RARE DOUBLE DEALING. 

“This thing is the more remarkable,” 
said Mr. Bowen, “because the gentle- 
man who wrote it was at the same 
time just closing a series of editorials 
in his paper on municipal reform and 
cleanness in municipal politics. 

“The transaction between Wilson and 
Clover was in force until after the bids 
were opened. 

“What do you think of a man writing 
like that, with one hand in the munici- 
pal coffers? 

“Your humble servant handed Mr. 
Clover a gold brick and he took it. I 
did so for the purpose of bringing out 
the crookedness that existed and I did 
so. I brought out the fact that $1200 
had been paid by the Journal to the 
Express on u similar deal in the pre- 
vious year. 

“Do you see the reason this man 
attacks me’ It was because 1 had 
the hardibood to stand up against the 
steal that was being engineered, and 
he vowed to ‘get even.’

She is now 13 years of age, 
and for her I have worked during the 
past ten years as hard as any mother 
ever worked for her offspring. Dodge 
can't have her. She is mine, and I will 
see that he does not spoil her young 
life as he did this one. 1 do not be- 
lieve in his promises, for to me he has 
made them repeatedly, oniy tu be 
broken again in a few days. If he comes 
after this girl there will be trouble. 
She shall stay with me if my life pays 
the penalty of my rashness. 
Sixteen years ago I married Mr. 
Dodge in Chicago, when I was u mere 
slip of a girl. being only 17 years oid 
when baby Ethel was born.

The plant is located at the end 
of Santa Fé avenue, where Bethel 
street joins, and it is fully half a mile 
to the end of the antiquated one- horse 
car line. This lone conveyance did the 
best business of its long career, but 
was wholly inadequate for the crowds. 
Many walked from the electric Une, a 
distance of nearly two miles. Con- 
tributions from the countryside and 
the Santa Fé-avenue school helped 
swell the throng that surrounded the 
fire. 

EXPLOSION STARTED IT. 

The fire began at 1:15 o'clock, and 

was at its height in three minutes. 


While the cause of it is known to have 


been an explosion, the reason for the 
explosion is something of a mystery to 
those best acquainted with the refinery. 
The explosion occurred in one of four 
large metal asphaltum cooling tanks. 
The asphaltum had been piped in, the 
employés say not nearly at so high 
a degree of heat as often, and was in 
the process of cooling when the ex- 
plosion occurred. The theory is that 


rain water had leaked into the tank 
and steam generat which combined 
with the usugt gdses produced too 
great pressure. 

Liook-keeper F. Spelman, who was 
alone in the office, had barely passed 
the tank and got to his desk when the 
explosion occurred. The burning stuff 
vas thrown in all directions and the 


oly ground, woodwork and pipes 
rprang into flames in a score of places 
ut onde, Spelman realized at once that 


the place was doomed, and with a 
warning cry to the workmen in the 
warehouses and cooper shop, began 
throwing the books and valuables out 
of the door. The men in the cooper 
shop got ont with one armful of 


tools, 


but so rapidly did the fire spread 


Burning Eclipses the With Smoke. 


the asphaltum tanks at first and very 
quickly a lake of the burning, bubbling 
nud spread over the yard. The fire 
then took hold of the oll-storage house, 
a one-story brick building about 100x 
40 feet. Sheet-iron barrels of oll were 
thawed open and the contents licked 
up in a hurry. The oil building was 
but fifteen feet from the nearest of 
the many huge tanks of oil that dotted 
the yard, and only the strong wind pre- 
vented the flames from touching these. 

The wind put the asphalt storehouse 
and cooper shop directly in line for 
the flames, and they were afire almost 
at the start. The buildings were about 
the same size as the oll storehouse, the 
asphalt warehouse opening on to the 
Santa Fé sidetracks. Standing on the 
track were two tank cars fl with 
crude oll, one box car halt full of 
asphalt in barrels and two empty box 
cars. A switching crew in charge of 
Yardmaster D. G. Hutchinson was 
turning the San Diego train around 
the 1 when they saw the flames 
shoot up, and came down to the scene 
in time to drag the full tank cars out 
of harm's way. The box cars were 
burned down to the trucks. The cargo 


salvaged is worth about $500. 


FRANTIC PRECAUTIONS. 

The large plant of the Franklin Re- 
fining Company adioins that of the 
Hercules company closely on the east— 
the two tank yards being separated by 
long and capacious sumpholes. Officers 
ot the Franklin company were on the 
acene early and put a large force of 
men at work to prevent a soreal t» 
their works. With frantic haste banks 
of earth were thrown up to check the 
flow of burning of! toward the bouwn- 
dary line. A tong ditch was dug away 
from the sumpholes, and a tunnel cht 
beneath the railroad tracks, to empty 
the erude oil beyond the danger point. 

Chief Strohm and Foreman Dave 
Garrison had charge of the fire-fighting 
inside the Hercules yard. The fire de-

He stated that the com- 
pany had $10,000 worth of pipe in the 
ground, and until a careful examina- 
tion can be made it cannot be sald how 
exteneively this has been damaged. The 
agitators and other machinery suffered 
severe damage, but the boilers and stilig 
were not thought to be harmed. 

The Hercules is a stock company. 
com of local capitalists. The 
devastated plant has been in existence 
for two vears. and this is the first 
fire suffered. The officers of the com- 
pany are George Hocknell president: 
©. A. Vickrey. vice-president: B. L. 
Vickrey. secretary-treasurer and man- 
ager. 

President Hocknell has been confined 
to his home at No. 1207 West Tenth 
street for several days by tiliness. He 
stated last evening that the estimate 
of loss made by Vickrey is probably 
conservative. Hocknell stated that the 
company will certainly rebuild the 
plant at once. The plant is stated to 
represent an actual outlay of $60,000,

TARANTULAS BITE 


KILLS RANCHMAN. 


‘RANCISCO LEON died Tuesday 
F in his ranch-house, seven miles 

from San Fernando, from the ef- 
fects of a tarantula bite received Sat- 
urday. His death is the first from that 
cause which has occurred in recent 
years in this part of the country; in 
fact, there is no record of any other 
person having succumbed to the bite 
of that giant spider, but the Indians 
tell of many such cases which occurred 
here before the advent of the white 
man. 

The Coroner was notified Tuesday 
night that Leon had died unattended 
in his ranch-house, and went out yes- 
terday to investigate. The corpse was 
found where the end had come, and 
its swollen condition indicated that 
death had been due to poison. 

Inquiry developed the fact that the 
deceased had gone from his home last 


| 


Saturday afternoon, and while pass- 
ing through the brush in the mesa he 
had been bitten by a huge spider. He 
was stooping at the time he was dit- 
ten, and before the poison from the in- 
sect had time to pervade his -system 
he called an employé and told him 
what had happened. 

The poisoned man was taken to his 
house and a messenger was sent to 
San Fernando for assistance. A phy- 
sicilan went to the place, and, not de- 
ing informed as to the exact nature 
of the case, he administered@nly sim- 
ple remedies. The patient's condition 
grew worse rapidly, and Tuesday aft- 
ernoon a messenger was again sent 
to San Fernando for a  ~physictan. 
When he returned, Leon was dead. 

The body was terribly swollen, and 
the flesh at the places where the in- 
sect had bitten him was turned black. 
The Coroner ordered the burtal of the 
remains.

HARD T9 MAKE CLOSE CHANGE IN 
LOS ANGELES.

Small Coins Kept Out of Circulation 
by the Fad cf “Laying by for a 
Rainy Day” Trat Seems to Have 
Struck Everybody. 


Saving money has become a fad in 
Los Angeles. Men. woman and children 
are hard at it. Some do it for fun; 
some make very serious business of it. 

Such was the gist of a statement by 
G. F. Reid, clerk to the manager of 
the Los Angeles clearinghouse, yester- 
day wher asked tc account for a 
scarcity of pennies that is now inffict- 
ing the offices of the city and county 
tax collectors, the banka, the big de- 
partment stores—in fact, all concerns 
making clore change. 

“The city always gets short of pen- 
nies about tax time,” said Mr. Reid, 
“but this year is worse than ever be- 


cause the community's volume of busi- 


negs is almost 70 per cent. larger than 
in former years and the present ac- 
‘tivity began about six weeks earlier 


last . year. 


‘The people are hoarding the pennies 
—th Ates all there is about it. 
Saving money is a fad here. Why, 


| children, old maids aud everybody are 


saving stray pennies: The fad struck 
the East some time “ago; it has just 
en here. The savings banks are 


Little auailiary banke—mere 
things in days of old—are stern busi- 
ness-getters now. 

“Beads of old people have these little 
banks, to Bay nothing of the vast army 
of children who have them. All the 
pennies that come into a family go into 
these tiny bagka. 

> apa. has oo dot any pen-pens,’ is 
the Urst thing little Wime says when 
the head of the family gets home at 
night. 

“Thus all the pennies of trade are 


being saved up—taken out of circula- 


tien--while the banks and the stosse 
are kept on the husile for more of the 
diminutive coppers, giving them out 
never to see them again. 

“And the approaching holidays make 
them harder to get than ever. 

“Once money is put into a Nittle 
auxiliery bank. it will never come out 
ti! you take it to the savings bank. 
which holds the key. Every two weeks 
a few pennies get back into circulation 
when the school children deposit thetr 
savings. Perhaps $260 comes into one 
bank in this city regularly at such 
times, but there are lots of families 
who do not deposit their savings once 
a year, and some people don't believe 


in banks at all.

“As was well said by Worshipful Ed- 
ward H. Hart, Grand Orator of the 
Grand Lodge of California, at its last 
communication, ‘Whence came Ma- 
sonry?’ is a question that has been 
asked a thousand times, perhaps va- 
riously answered. Masonry, it is us- 
ually admitted, came from the East; 
it came from the region whence came 
the human race—the race which spread 
westward throughout the world. Ma- 
sonry, in like manner, traveled until 
today it encircles the globe. 
“Traditions of themselves have little 
historic value aud the traditions as- 
signing past antiquity to our order are 
apt to be rejected by the casual and 
not over-diligent student, and the con- 
clusion accepted that a span of two 
hundred years, or three hundred years 
at most, measures the Guration of our 
fraternity. A deeper study, however, 
of the antecedents of Symbolic Ma- 
sonry establishes the conviction that, 
while the body of the present institu- 
tion may have, and probably did, 
come out of the bullding societies of 
the Middle Ages, and have had a new 
birth into what may be regarded as 
ern Masonry, something like two 
hundred years ago, yet the spirit or 
essence of Free Masonry, its principal 
symbol, has a direct lineage extend- 
ing back to a time more remote, even, 
than the age of Solomon, the wise 
King of Israel, who is so universally 
regarded as our first Most Excellent 
Grand Master. and it cannot de 
doubted that the artisans sent by 
Hiram of Tyre to Jerusalem, to assist 
in building the temple, were cemented 
by the mystic ties of fraternity and 
brotherhood. which ties and mysteries 
in various forms of growth and evo- 
lution and change. have been trans- 
mitted from oge to age and genera- 
tion to generation to the present mo- 
ment, and the powerful and puissant 
institution of Masonry which 
today flourishes throuchout the world

MEN TO GET OUT.

Drunkenness and Ricting Follow 
Opening of a Joint and Citizens Hold 
a Large Mass Meeting to Abate the 
Public Nuisance. 11 


RIVERA, Nov. 19.— Rivera has been 
free from saloons and joints for sev- 


eral years, but last summer an effort 


Was made to start a “social” club by a 
mun from Downey.It was the genera: 
impression of the community that the 
inetitution would soon die a natural 


death if let alone, and so it did, in less 


than two months. But finding another 
of his kind who sul had a dollar or 
two left in his pocket, the pair opened 
a similar place a few days ago, an- 
ticipating a rich harvest from a gang 
of Indians who had been picking wal- 
nuts, and had just been paid off. 
Friday night the place was filled with 
a howling mob of drunken Cholos and 
Dagos, who caroused till late, and then 
broke into a poor Mexican's house, 
beating him, smashing his furniture, 
and driving him and his family in ter- 
ror from the place. They displayed 
knives and discharged firearms. 

Next morning citizens caused war- 
rants to issue for the arrest of such 
members of the gang as could be iden- 
tified, and called a mass meeting for 
last evening to determine whether or 
not the place needs a “social” joint 
longer. The meeting was attended by 
nearly all the representative citisens 
of Rivera and Ranchito, who filled the 
all to overflowing. Rev. G. W. Max- 
von was chosen chairman and D. Gro- 
ton secretary. There was talking, 
straight to the point, and a “wonderful 
unanimity of sentiment was displayed. 

Short, pithy resolutions were adopted, 
requesting the proprietors of the club 
to close up their place by Thursday 
noon, and get out. After adjournment 
the crowd repaired in a body to the 
saloon, and as Mr. Neighbors could not 
be found his partner was called out of 
his bed, and the resolutions were read 
to him and readopted by a ringing viva 
voce vote, and he was left to dream 
over the subject.
